The increasing burden onthe “telephone § 
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made necessary a number of additions to the plant, and, 
unless full cooperation of everyone is obtained in this 
matter, further enlargements will be required and conse- 
quent expenditure of money which has been.earned by the 
energetic efforts of solicitation forces and through the 
good work of the operating forces in operating trains with 
the greatest efficiency. 

Local outside calls in Los. Angeles cost the Company 3.5 
cents each and the cost at San Francisco is 2.5. cents. 
Consequently the large number of unnecessary: personal 
calls makeg a very large item. In addition, the increased 
work on the part of our local exchanges at these points, 
and other points over the system, strains the facilities 
otherwise adequate to the handling of Company business. 
For instance, at San Francisco, with about 3000 persons 
in the General Office building, it can be seen that only one

“Baby” Line Handl 


A LTHOUGH one of the “babies” of 


Southern Pacific’s family of 
transportation properties, .if 

one considers the matter from ‘the 
standpoint of mileage alone, the In- 
ter-California Railway Line stretch- 
ing 55 miles through Mexican terri- 
tory from the boundary line at 
Calexico-Mexicali.to the international 
boundary again at Algodones, Cantu, 
is indeed quite a lusty “youngster.” 

The Inter-California Railway, tech- 
nically, comprises the rail properties 
from Niland, through the Imperial 
Valley to Araz Junction, seven miles 
west of Yuma, but such of the road 
traversing the northern district of 
Lower California, Mexico, is operated 
separately from official headquarters 
at Mexicali, in accordance with a con- 
cession granted by the Mexican gov- 
ernment in 1904, 
This separate unit under foreign 
governmental regulations is commonly 
known as the Inter-California Ry. Co. 
Line in Mexico, or, in Spanish, Fer- 
rocarril Inter-California. So far the 
purpose of this narrative, the line 
south of the international border only, 
will be taken into consideration. That 
part of the line in California is op- 
erated as a part of the Los Angeles 
Division, under the supervision of 
Superintendent G. E. Gaylord. 

In effect, the Inter-California line 
acts as a siphon through which the 
ever-increasing tonnage of perishable 
products from the rich Imperial Val- 
ley is drawn to 
markets through- 
out. the country. 
It. also forms an 
important link in 
the traffic to San 
Diego and vicin- 
ity from Yuma 
and. the East, 
serving as @ 
trunk for the San 
Diego & Arizona 
Railway between 
Calexico and 
‘Yuma.

The building of the road provoked 
much comment at the time, as to the 
motive that prompted the late E. H. 
Harriman in such an undertaking. 
Many thought it was a useless ex- 
penditure, for the great Imperial Val- 
ley was then considered little more 
than a desert. 

However, the need for the railroad 
was soon apparent. It was only a 
short time after trains began oper- 
ating over the road until it was 
necessary to replace the 50-pound 
rails with 62-pound rails in order to 
carry the traffic produced in Imperial 
Valley. Soon again the roadway was 
increased to 80-pound rails, with a 
liberal spread of rock ballast to deal 
with the heavy transit movement, to- 
gether with heavy cotton tonnage pro- 
duced locally along the line. 

Still traffic increased, and today the 
entire road is laid with 90-pound 
rails, splendidly ballasted and consid- 
ered in class “A” condition, as may be 
appreciated by the fact that when this 
was written Southern Pacific 2-10-2 
class locomotives were moving the im- 
mense cantaloupe crop from Imperial 
Valley to eastern markets in trains of 
from 115 to 124 carloads, 9800 MS to 
10,500 MS, Calexico to Araz Junction, 
55 miles, and on to Yuma, an addi- 
tional 7 miles, without helper service 
on a general average schedule of 2 
hours and 52 minutes. The average 
time of these cantaloupe trains from 
Brawley to Yuma 
was 5 hours and 
minutes, during 
the 1926 season, 
when a total of 
12,082 cars of 
melons were 
hauled, and 9168 
cars of iet- 
tuce during the 
lettuce season. 

When these 
trains reach the 
international 
boundary at Cel- 
exico - Mexicali, 
each car is sealed 
with government 
seals and mani- 
fested separately 
for each govern- 
ment, with car 
number, initial, 
contests and 
weight.

However, the trip was made. Mr. 
Rice handled the engine. _His brother, 
James, acted as fireman, and I served 
as the remainder of the crew. There 
was plenty of worry on the trip, The 
night was very dark and the feeling 
of expectancy was as great as one 
could imagine, but the mission was 
accomplished without harm to us. 
However, the genuine surprise came 
in the form of a claim of the crew 
that had been called demanding pay 
for the trip. As I remember now, 
the claim was denied. 

This locality is credited with having 
about the warmest weather in sum- 
mer of any section on the Southern 
Pacific, and during this time some of 
our heaviest work is done, the canta- 
loupes moving from the latter part of 
May to early part of July. But the 
work here is very interesting and, in 
meeting the requirements. of two 
governments, we have many novel ex- 
periences, 

There is happiness in the thought 
that from ‘this outpost, just over the 
Jline from our home country, we send 
on its way .each year thousands of 
cars: of :food for :dining tables in all 
parts.of the United States.

Application: Is Made’ To 
Operate Bus Service 


HE Southern Pacific Motor Trans- 

port .Company, a.Southern  Pa- 
cific ‘subsididary; made application. to 
the . California. Railroad Commission 
May 11 to ‘operate a. motor stage pas- 
senger service between Santa Cruz 
and ‘Watsonville Junction; between 
Santa.:Cruz and Davenport; between 
Asilomar and Del Monte Junction; 
and between Del Monte Junction_and 
Salinas. The Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. at the same time made applica- 
tion to withdraw certain passenger 
trains now operated between. these 
points, the buses taking the place of 
these trains. 

The officials of the Southern Pacific 
Motor Transport Company are given 
in the application as: E, J. Foulds, 
president; T. B. Wilson, vice-president 
and manager; G. L. King, secretary. 
The following statement is made in 
the application of Southern Pacific 
Motor Transport Company: 

“The purpose of applicant’s pro- 
posed operation is to replace branch 
line steam trains of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, now operated at a loss 
within the districts aforesaid, with a 
less expensive but more adequate 
service by motor bus. The proposed 
service of applicant will furnish the 
patrons of Southern Pacific Company 
with local passenger service connect~ 
ing with main line trains of Southern 
Pacific Company, more convenient 
than the present branch line steam 
passenger service of Southern Pacific 
Company, and more convenient than 
could be rendered by rail because of 
the greater cost of said operation. 

“That the proposed operation will 
be a direct substitution for the sup- 
plemental to certain passenger train 
service of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, not in competition with said 
train service, but coordinated there- 
with. There is no present motor 
vehicle service by highway between 
the Southern Pacific stations above 
referred to, or making direct conres- 
tions with Southern Pacific trains.” 

The proposed fares to be charged 
on the stages are filed with the ap- 
plication and are the same that now 
apply on Southern Pacific trains serv- 
ing these towns. 

In an exhibit accompanying the ap- 
plication, it was stated that the motor 
bus equipment to be used will have a 
seating capacity of 25 or more and 
will ‘be all of latest -design, standard 
make; modern and commodious. The 
equipment will be owned by Southern 
Pacifie Motor Transport Company and 
sufficient vehicles will be provided to 
meet. ‘the: ‘needs adequately .with a 
reasonable’.number as .“stand by” 
equipment to meet emergencies. 

According to the proposed schedules. 
filed with the Commission, the. South- 
ern “Pacific Company. ‘will continue ‘to 
operate..steam trains: between .

Company will continue to run two 
steam trains each way, trains operat- 
ing directly between San Francisco

Seventeen S. P. Veterans Retire on Pensions 


HEN the “Oregonian” 
\\ ] reached Dunsmuir the eve- 
ning of March 80 Engineer 
George W. McDowell stepped down 
from the engine cab for the last time, 
bringing to a close a career of 48 
years and 10 months with the com- 
pany, He started as a brakeman at 
South Vallejo in June, 1878, on the 
old California Pacific Line. Two 
years later he was promoted to con- 
ductor. In 1880 he changed over to 
engine service and started as a fire- 
man on the Sacramento Division and 
was promoted to engineer in 1887. 
Since that time he has handled trains 
on the Sacramento, Truckee, Port- 
land and Shasta Divisions. Together, 
with his wife, he will make his future 
home in Berkeley, Cal. 
. WilHam. K. Gedge, most of whose 
early service was also on the Cal- 
Pacific, did not live to enjoy the bene- 
fits of his pension privileges. He 
died May 12 after being placed on the 
pension roll but a few days. At the 
time he retired he was roundhouse 
foreman at South Vallejo and had 48 
‘years 8 months’ service. He was first 
employed by the Steamer Department 
in August, 1874. After about three 
years he left the service for a short 
time, returning in September, 1878, 
as fireman and was promoted to en- 
gineer in 1883. From 1886 to 1903 he 
was engineer on the Shasta and West- 
ern Divisions.

Tea Room Is Renovated 
and Newly Furnished 


OMEN in the General Office at 

San Francisco were ‘treated to 
a pleasant surprise April 28, when the 
Tea Room and Rest Room on the top 
floor -of the “building -were opened, 
completely refurnished and decorated, 
after ‘being closed ten days for reno- 
vations. It was known that. tint- 
ing .and-painting was to be done, 
but the new wicker furniture, drapes, 
framed colored prints and pictures, 
and linoleum ‘in the main lunch room, 
together with drapes, couch and chair 
covers of striped monk’s cloth in the 
Rest Room, were a complete surprise. 

Included in the new furniture are 
180 sturdy, well-built wicker chairs, 
25 round-top tables and 8 long tables 
made by Blindcraft. The furniture is 
finished in buff with a slight touch of 
sage green to match the drapes, 
which are block prints on cretonne 
patterned in orange, yellow, green, 
and buff. Among the framed color 
prints and pictures are several at- 
tractive European railroad posters. 

In the kitchen heavy coats of white 
enamel wash paint adds much to the 
lighting effect. The coffee urns have 
been remodeled and the kitchen newly 
stocked with chinaware, being the 
same orange blossom design used on 
the Company’s dining cars. 

The opening day was quite a gala 
occasion, flowers being furnished for 
the tables by Mrs. Shields, Mrs. Gam- 
mon, Mrs. Miller and Miss Lane. 
Many compliments were extended Miss 
Julia Evans, who is in charge of the 
Tea Room, and, during the following 
week, many letters of appreciation to 
Miss Evans and the management were 
received from women in the various 
departments and offices. 

Typical of the many letters is the 
following signed by twenty-seven 
women of the Law Department, and 
addressed to President Sproule, Gen- 
eral Manager Dyer and. E. B. Leavitt, 
who supervised the changes: 

“As the one point of contact for the 
women employes, the Tea Room has 


always been held.in high,esteem. We 
feel thatthe ‘generosity “of “the Com- 
‘pany in’ maintaining the: ‘Tea “Room 
and in financingthese improvements, 
and the cooperation of Miss Evans.in 
planning and supervising them, should 
receive grateful acknowledgement by 
those for whose .comfort and con- 
venience .so much time, labor :and 
money have. been-spent.” | 2 

In December, 1912, when Miss 
Evans opened the Company’s first 
Tea. Room in the Flood Building, 
there were thirty visitors the opening 
day. When the present Tea Room 
‘was re-opened on April 28 more than 
560 women ate their lunches in the 
room. . There are. at present. about 
950 women employed in the General. 
Office building. ce 

Coffee and tea, milk and sugar are 
provided free. Many bring their 
lunches already prepared. For those 
who wish to cook quick dishes, there 
are electric toaster stoves and steam 
tables, Fruits and ice cream may be 
purchased at cost prices. As Tea 
Room. attendant, this part of the work 
is handled by Mrs. Margarette Brown. 

Adjoining the Tea Room is the Li- 
brary, and, during the time the other 
rooms were being renovated, Miss 
Evans took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to restock the library shelves 
with current fiction. There are now 
more than 4000 volumes in the li- 
brary, which include many technical 
and general books on railroad sub- 
jects as well _as the most popular fic- 
tion, The Library is open.to the men 
as well as women employes. 

New chairs have also been added to 
the Library furniture. Several tables 
formerly used in the Tea Room have 
been painted green and placed on the 
roof, which opens off the Tea Room. 
This open-air lunch place will be 
popular during the summer months.

HE Central Pacific was built and 

| operating to Clipper Gap, 43 

miles from Sacramento, in June, 
1865." It was not until July 10, 1865, 
that the first rail was laid on the 
Union Pacific. 

September, 1865, the Central Pa- 
cific was open to Colfax, 55 miles 
from Sacramento, and the construc- 
tion forces, growing in numbers 
daily, were swarming over the steep 
places still to be conquered between 
there and the summit. Grading above 
Colfax began August 1, 1865, and be- 
fore the end of the year the battle 
with the Sierra was on in earnest, 
The increase in the working force 
made it possible to extend the line 
of .operations to the very summit, 
Camps were established at all the 
tunnels and heavy points. Work was 
begun at both ends of the summit 
tunnel. 

The elements, which had been so 
kind the previous winter, when lack 
of money made it impossible to work 
on a large scale, now joined the forces 
of opposition. Snow in the moun- 
tains stopped work on the tunnels; 


heavy rains made the roads below the 
snow lines impassable for wagons. 
Supplies for the men at work on the 
grades had to be transported by pack 
trains. End of the track was at Col- 
fax. Passengers for Virginia City 
made the journey from Colfax by 
stage. This winter, however, the rain 
converted the clay soils of the foot- 
hills into a mire that made staging 
impossible. One of the stages got 
stuck in the mud and was left stand- 
ing in the streets of Gold Run for 
six weeks. Passengers for Nevada 
points were carried by saddle train 
from the railroad at Colfax to Dutch 
Fiat, where the road previously built 
by the company furnished good foot- 
ing for the stage horses.” 

At the end of 1865 Chief Engineer 
Montague was able to report “most 
satisfactory progress” in the work 
of construction. The beginning of 
the year had found little work com- 
pleted above Newcastle, except the 
heavy ent at Bloomer Divide.* 

This cut, just below Auburn, on 
what is now the westbound track, was 
one of the most tedious jobs of the 
early construction. The cut, 85 feet 
deep and 800 feet long, was through

Nove 37—“Present facilities afforded by 
your road and the connecting stage lines for 
the accommodation of travel across the moun- 
tains are unequalled upon any other route. 

“Persons traveling by the Central Pacific 
Railroad and the Dutch Flat and Donner Lake 
Wagon road reach Virginia City in from 4 to 6 
hours Jess time than by any other line. Since 
the California Stage Company placed their 
coaches upon this line in July last the average 
time for the trips from Sacramento to Vir- 
ginia has been but 17 hours. 

“This road, which was epmmenced in 1863 
and completed in June last (1864), is by far 
the best road yet constructed across the moun- 
tains. It accomplishes the ascent of the western 
slope of the Sierra in a much lighter maximum 
grade than it has heretofore been deemed pos 
sible to attain within the limits of expense 
which such an enterprise would justify. It is 
constructed in the best possible manner. and is 
everywhere wide enough for teams to pass 
cach other without difficulty. 

“Commodious hotels have been erected along 
the route and preparations are being made 10 
keep the road open during the winter.” (Re- 
port Chief Engineer, December 1864.) 

Nore 38—This was one of the heaviest 
pieces of grading on the first division and in- 
volved pskene a cut more than 800 feet in 
length through solid cement to a depth of 63 
fect. Every foot of the way through this 
opening’ had. to be blasted with gunpowder. 
The grading was completed in 1864, 

Nore 39—When mountain construction. was 
at its height more than 500 kegs of powder a 
day were used by the builders. Whea the 
work began powder cost $2.50 a keg. During 
the period that the greatest quantity was being 
used the price advanced to $15 a keg. 

In the use of powder as in many other oper- 
ations connected with building the railroads, 
the builders had no precedents to guide them 
and very often a great deal morc was used 
than necessary to do the work. In fact, in a 
number of cases blasts were so heavy that ma- 
terial was blown away on which the engineers 
had depended for fills. 

In the vicinity of Cisco the rock was so 
hard that it seemed impossible to drilt into it 
a sufficient depth for blasting purposes, Shot 
after shot would blow out as if fired from a 
canon. 

Nitro-glycerin was invented in 1846. 
not produced commercially until 1862 Gn 
Sweden). None of this was available for use 
on_the Central Pacific. 

The builders established a nitro-glycerin fac- 
tory near the summit tunnel, glycerin, nitric 
and sulphuric acids being hauled by team to 
the factory from Cisco. Some of this -nitro- 
glycerin was used on the Summit tunnel and 
the two tunnels to the eastward, but its use 
was abandoned. after a disastrous explosion,

The end of the year found 25 miles 
more of difficult construction com- 
pleted. Trains were running to Col- 
fax, 54 miles from Sacramento and 
grading of the 13 miles between Col- 
fax and Dutch Flat was two-thirds 
completed. Cape Horn, into the steep 
side of which the grade was carved, 
had proved less difficult and expen- 
sive than anticipated. Here the line 
was thrown into the hill sufficiently 
to form the roadbed in solid cutting, 
except in two points where, for a dis- 
tance of 100 and 200 feet respectively, 
heavy retaining walls had to be built. 

It was at Cape Horn that workers 
were lowered over the cliff in “bosun’s 
chairs” and did the preliminary cut- 
ting suspended 2500 feet above the 
Amorican River. The track around 
Cape Horn has now been abandoned 
and the trains go through a_ tunnel, 
to which railroad men have given the 
name “Panama Canal.” 

It had been the original plan to 
bridge the deeper ravines and gaps 
between Newcastle and Colfax with 
timber structures. Whenever possi- 
ble, however, embankments were 
built instead and in an entire stretch 
of 25 miles over much broken coun- 
try the only wooden structures were 
the Newcastle trestling, 60 feet high 
and 500 feet long; a smaller struc-

The year 1866 found the builders 
of the ‘Central Pacific in a position 
to make haste on a large scale. They 
had already overcome certain difficul- 
ties, they were operating the railroad 
over steep grades; they knew from 
vietories won that they could conquer 
the Sierra and they also knew that 
if they would make much progress 
beyond the California line before the 
Union Pacific reached there they must 
make haste over the mountains. 


CHAPTER XVI 
Working Summit Tunnel from Four 
Faces. Hauling Hoisting 
Engine Over Trails. 

Early in 1866 it was decided to 
work the summit tunnel, which was 
to be 1659 feet long, from four faces. 
The work had already begun at the 
east and west portals, the headings 
having been started in August of the 
previous year. In order to begin work 
from the center it was necessary: to 
sink a shaft. This was driven through 
rock so hard that seven inches a day 
was all the progress they were able 
to make. On December 19, 1866, the 
shaft was deep enourh to begin the 
laterals and it took a year from then 
to_complete. the tunnel,

“Goose” Scares Teams 

“All went well until a half-mile east 
of Dutch Flat. Here the engine re- 
ceived its first cussing, for she had 
been the cause of a stampede of a 
ten-mule team. Anyone familiar with 
mules knows that when they start 
something they usually finish to a 
queen’s taste with a lot of ‘broken 
gear, 

“From that day on the~ ‘black 
goose’ raised hell on the trail. Word 
of the dread spectacle passed speedily 
into the back country and it’ was 
with fear and trembling that those 
in charge of emigrant trains of 
prairie schooners tackled the trails in 
that vicinity. There was trouble 
every day while she was on her way 
up the mountain, Even the stage 
coach horses would balk at the sight 
of her. We finally resorted to the 
expedient of blindfolding the mules 
and horses: that had’ to pass because 
we found that whenever they caught 
a glimpse of the locomotive they took 
either to the hills or the ravines, 
which ever looked best to them at the 
moment, and were not particular what 
they took along with them. 1 will 
give the mules credit, however, ‘that 
before starting they did their best to 
kick everything loose. The blindfold- 
ing device was suggested by Wagon- 
master Pratt, who also offered the 
services of his teamsters to help lead 
the -hooded animals past the scare- 
crow. . 

“After ‘that -the : only serious ‘suf- 
ferers were the ‘traveling ‘men ‘who 
were too busy to listen to ‘advice.’ It 
mattered little whether “it’-was:.a

“The ‘black goose’ finally reached 
Heatonville, now Lower Cisco, where 
it caused great excitement. From 
there to the summit was up grade. 
This last leg ‘was practically clear 
sailing except for crossing the upper 
and lower outlets of Kids Lake or 
the ‘Cascade, as it is now known, and 
crossing the Yuba River and Drivers 
Creek, the bridges over which had 
been rebuilt to take. care of the 
‘goose.’ 

“Everything was ready when the 
summit was reached. The engine was 
jacked up and placed on huge timbers 
and soon was ready to pay with in- 
terest the cost of her coming. The 
journey occupied six weeks. All this 
was told to me by Missouri Bill, the 
bullwhacker.” 

How they worked on the tunnel is 
indicated in a statement from Wilder, 
who was then in the eivil engineer- 
ing corps.. “When we reached the 
summit with the location line in Au- 


_ gust, 1866, the engine was running 


the hoisting works in the shaft which, 
at this time, was down nearly 90 
feet. The engineers were Con Col- 
lings and George Gifford. They worked 
12-hour shifts—no firemen and_no 
Saturday afternoons or Sundays off.” 


Speed Tunnel Work 

To eross the Sierra fifteen tunnels 
were driven altogether. The longest 
was the summit tunnel. Work on 
the tunnels had been stopped entirely 
during the winter of 1865-1866. To 
avoid another such delay, John J. 
Gillis, the engineer in charge of that 
work, kept three shifts of men_ at 
work day and night on the approaches 
of the tunnels during the summer of 
1866. One night in the autumn he 
stumbled over two miles of rough 
mountain trails and laid out the east 
end of tunnel number 12 by the light 
of. a bonfire. ‘Before midnight the 


“men‘were at work. 


‘When winter began the headings 
were underground so that ‘the work 
could: goon uninterruptedly, though 
it was necessary ‘to dig snow tunnels 
200 feet long to keep the entrances 
open. That winter there were forty- 
four “snowstorms, in..some. of which 
ten feet of.snow fell. 

While the ‘work-.was going on. in 
thée-tunnels -the construction of the 
line below -continued from Colfax. It 
was opened :to--Secret “Town.

At the time of his retirement he 
was one of the most popular men at 
the shops in Ogden and was widely 
known on the Sacramento and Salt 
Lake divisions. He is now living at

shot out of the hole like charge from 
a-gun without disturbing the solidity 
of the surrounding rock.

The 
builders for a time manufactured ni- 
troglycerin near the summit tunnel. 
The glycerin and nitric and sulphuric 
acids were hauled by teams to the 
factory. Some of this product was 
used on the summit tunnel and on 
the next two. tunnels to the east, 
where the rock was particularly hard. 
This new explosive was greatly feared 
by the workers, although the Chinese 
It was 
considered too dangerous for general 
use and, except in the mountain tun- 
nels, was not used on Central Pacific 
construction. 

No Dynamite 

Dynamite was invented in 1866 but 
none was used on the. Central Pacific 
Railroad work. 

There still exists visible. evidence 
that’ these early builders did pretty 
well: with black powder. Far out in 
Donner Lake may be seen today great 


‘rocks ‘that were blown from the right- 


of-way in -1866.": ‘There “were -many 
instances where the too -prodigal use 


of black powder upsetthe plans ‘of 
the. engineering departmént, ts 
The winter.of 1866-1867 was very 
severe. The total snowfall was forty 
feet and snow averaged eighteen feet 
deep onthe level near the summit. This 
stopped all work except ‘in the tunnels 


‘and there only under great difficulties. 


‘Snow came ‘early and stayed late. 
In March, 1867, there was still fifteen 
feet of snow in Summit Valley. When 
the snow began to go the builders 
had to face the new danger of snow 
slides. During the spring of 1867 
some of these slides above Alta car- 
yled away a number of buildings and 
‘completely destroyed a large trestle 
near Cisco. It was when the snow 
stopped outside work on the moun- 
tains that Charles Crocker and his 
force undertook and carried out a 
task that still stands as a big thing 
among heroie achievements.”

Nore 40—~At the end of that year (1867) 
we were over the top of the mountains and 
nearly half way to Salt Lake City. The cost 
of building over the mountains was so much 
fess than we had expected that the construc- 
tion company found itself with a surplus from 
the proceeds of the subsidy bonds. This was 
imprudently ‘distributed in dividends, so that 
in a short time we were in greater distress 
than ever for money. To add to our em- 
barrassments the fact that we had reached the 
dividend point brought the harpies down on us 
from outside and led’to dissension among our- 
selves. {From Sidney Dillon’s ‘‘Last Spike.’’) 


H. E. HUNTINGTON, FORMER §. P.

Henry E. Huntington, retired rail- 
road executive and nephew of Collis 
P. Huntington, one of the “Big Four” 
builders of the Central Pacific, died at 
a hospital in Philadelphia May 25. 
His condition had been gradually fail- 
ing since a recent operation, 

Mr. Huntington had been a director 
of the Southern Pacific Company from 
April, 1892, He retired from active 
connection with the Company in June, 


The former railroad executive was 
a famous collector of books. In his 
home at Pasadena he is said to have 
owned one of the finest private H- 
braries in existence. He was the prin- 
cipal owner of the Los Angeles Rail- 
way. He was born at Oneonta, New 
York, February 27, 1850.

_ As an Example 


OUTHERN PACIFIGC’S-accom- 
plishmenis in accident prevention 
and life saving through the Company’s 
safety policy and activities of the. di- 
vision and shop safety committees, is 
cited in the annual réport of Dr. T. 


B. W. Leland, coroner of-the city and, 


county of San Francisco, as an exam- 
ple of what some corporations are 
doing in this important work. 

“The Southern Pacific first began 
the installation of automatic block 
signals in 1885,” Dr. Leland’s report 
stutes, “and was among the first, if 
not the first, railroad in the United 
States to install automatic block sig- 
nals, Today it has 4297 miles of 
track equipped with these signals and 
has the largest mileage equipped with 
automatic block signals of any rail- 
road in the world. 

“Expenditures for installation and 
maintenance of these automatic block 
signals from 1885 to December 31, 
1925, totaled $9,750,000. 

“As indicating the value of these 
signals in respect to safe operation 
and the progress made in accident 
prevention, it is interesting to note 
that in the last three years the South- 
ern Pacific transported 123,481,089 
passengers a cumulative distance of 
4,765,549,191 miles without fatality to 
passengers in train accident: 

“No passenger has lost his life in 
train accident on the Southern’ Pa- 
cific in the last five years. In other 
words, the factor of safety to passen- 
gers on the Southern Pacific is that a 
passenger may travel a distance 
equivalent to 314,651 times around the 
world without danger of loss of life 
in train accident. 

“The efficacy of the automatic block 
signal and work of accident preven- 
tion on the Southern Pacific is further 
attested by fatalities to employes in 
train accidents
